Kepoi't That the Tenezuelau Dilll- 
culty Has . Been Settled— JPranee 
and Brazil. 



London, Feb. 0. — Police Coinmandant 
Sell utte has deposed in the inquiry at 
Pretoria that the government witlidrew 
tlie police from Johanneabarg on Decem- 
ber 17 in order to avoid a collision with 
the rebels. Other police evidence was 
given alleging that tlie rebels wore arm- 
ed ,ind drilled, and that earthworks 
were fornied outside the city. When 
the nuwa of Dr. Jaiueaon's march was 
received some of the leaders of the na- 
tional union denied any ino'wledge of 
ad'air. 

The Graphic says this morning in an 
editorial : " If the French mean business 
in their dispute with Brazil the Ameri- 
can jingoes will have another chance for 
a war scare. "Wo bave vo: to learn that 
it is ])OHsible to overdo an e.^iiressed 
anxiety for peace. It begins by making 
one the laughing stock of the world and 
Hometimes ends by making war in- 
evitable. 

The Times this morning prints ver- 
batim from congressional records Sena- 
tor Wolcott's speech on the Jlonroe 
doctrine. 

John Hayes Hammond, the American 
manufacturer ciiargcd with the leader- 
Kliip of the late uprising in Johaniies- 
bnri;, was liberated on bail to-day. 

The resolution on the* belligerency of 
the Cuban insurgents passed by the 
U.S. senate committee on foreign affairs 
has cre.ited a great .sensation in Spain. 
The lipoca says of it; "President 
Cleveland surely caniiut forget the 
trat|itioiis of American policy. The 
Confederates (durintitlie late war) were 
not recognized as belligerent.'j, nor were 
the Chilian insurgents in their last 
war.'' The Uoraldo is indignant, and 
advises the government to send an iron- 
clad squadron to Cuba. The Correo 
says that the attitude of the senate is 
offensive and arbitrary. 

The Chronicle this morning announces 
that it learns on good authority that a 
partial settlement of the Venexuelan dif- 
ficulty has been efTected, or, tbe.Ohroni- 
cle adds " if not actually.effected it is on 
the very point of settlement. We be- 
lieve that tlie settlement refers to the 
Uruan outrage." 

Several newspajiers declare that the 
position of Brazil regartling the Amapa 
territory and the coiuluct of Civbral, the 
alleged governor of the disputed 
district, is becoming intolerable and 
the national dignit}' requires that 
the matter be speedily adjusteil. 

Premier Crispi will remain in ])o\ver, 
whatever m.ay happen. Kinfj Humbert 
has ordered Gen, Baratieri to show 
gre.at circumspection, in view of the 
numerical superiority of King Menelik's 
force. The rumor that the King post- 
poned a court ball on account of the re- 
ceipt of bad news from Africa is quite 
untrue. King Humbert stated to a for- 
eign ambassador his firm conviction of the 
ultimate victory of the Italian arms. 
I'riiici^ Henry, of Pnisaia, has arrived 
here with a message from Kaiser Wil- 
liehn and will arrange an interview. 

Advices from Blantyre under date of 
.laniiary 2,5 say the Sikhs under 15ritisli 
odiceis gained two brilliant victories 
over the slave raiders in British Central 
Africa. The Arabs were totally routed, 
fourteen chiefs captured and the ro.ad 
into the interior thereby cleared. 

The Chronicle then gives a long letter 
from '"A well-informed Washington 
correspondent," stating that since the 
boundary question has assumed an 
acute phme Secretary Olney has care- 
fully examined all the facts relating to 
the Cuyuni incident (tlii' seizure liy the 
Venezuelan authorities of Britisli 
policemen on territory claimed 
as Venezuelan), and has arrived 
at the conclusion that it is 
a matter entirely separate from the 
boundary question. Secretary Olney 
tohl Senor Andreile, the Venezuelan 
minister, this Washington correspond- 
ent says, that Venezuela cannot 
hope to escape satisfying England 
on this tjuestion by hiding be- 
hind America's skirts. This decision is 
expected to prove a powerful lever in 
the direction of a settlement. It is a 
knowledge of this lever in England's 
hands wnicli leads America to believe 
that the difliculty will be settled be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela 
without America's intervention. 

Henry Leslie, the musical composer, 
and Marius, the iiclor, are dead. 

The death of tienenil Sir Charles Pat- 
ton Kcyes, G. C. B., who had been in 
the military service in India for many 
years, is reported. 

A Cape Town dispatch to the Times 
says the Sptinish authorities of Tenerille, 
Canary islands, refuse to arrest Sir. 
Leonard, who is wanted at Cape Town 
in connection with the . Transvaal out- 
break. 

The Times has a diapatcb from Con- 
stantinople which says that the Zeitoun- 
ists have informed the consuls that they 
are willing to surrender their weajions 
of war while retaining the hunting 
weapons they usually carry. They de- 
mand a Christian governor and admin- 
istration. • 

The Berlin corres])otident of the 
Times says the government of Saxony 
has prepared a bill changing the election 
system and virtually disfranchising the 
working classes, the avowed object being 
to exclude socialists from the diet. 

The commission sent to Chen Tu, 
in Western China, to investigate the 
outrages cominitteci there in iMay and 
.Tune of last year, has reached Shanghai 
after suecessfully accomi)lishing its mis- 
sion. 

The r(;port that Cardinal Kam])alo, 
the papal secretary of state, had resigned

Sir Charles Tapper's Majority Over Eight 
Hundred— Large Liberal Cam- 
paign Fund. 



HALiPA.t, Feb. 6. — (Sjjecial)— Sir 
Chai'les Tupper arrived here last eve- 
ning and proceeded to the residence of 
Dr. Parker at Dartmouth, whose guest 
he will be while here. At Point Tup- 
per, Antigonish and Truro Sir Charles 
was greeted with demonstrations, and 
made brief speeches at the two latter 
/ il oi. -r i_ 1 » J 1. L 1 i places. In his speech at Truro, Sir 
of the St. ^John's foundation school, at Charles Tupper said he had liccn 



the Hotel Metropole to-night, ttie guests 
included members of the clergy, diplo- 
mats, members of parliament and other 
pubhc men. TJ. S. Ambassador Bayard 
presided. 

In proposing the toast, "the Queen," 
Mr. Bayard was greeted with tumultu- 
ous applause. Above bia seat were 
draped the Union Jack and the Stars 
and Stripes, with their folds interlaced. 
Mr. Bayard made a feeling reference to 
the death of Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg. 

Dean Holt responding to the toast, 
" The Clergy," referred to his visit to 
America and bore teBtimony to the sym- 
pathy of the American bishops and 
clergy for England and the high regard 
of l^re.siilent Cleveland and tall classes 
for Mr. Bayard. This statement was 
greeted with cheers. 

Mr. Bayanl when proposing the toast, 
" St. John's .School," followed the un- 
usual course for him, of speaking from 
notes. He said, " I aiu not a citizen of 
this country, but I am a friend of it. 
The hearts of the lovers of England were 
lately stir.-ed to consider the sources of 
her strength and the C(jiiimon patriotic 
idea naturally turned to her great armies 
and navies and the stout hearts and 
earnest conscience oof lier_ people." Mr. 
Bayard ventured to remind them of the 
noiseless but ever potential forces which, 
by making England strong, should make 
his own country also strong. He meant 
those fountains of moral force found in 
tlie quiet homesteads which 'were the 
true basis of the world's advancement, 
lie proceeded to eulogize the work of the 
clergy as the class which furnished a 
large share of the distinguished men of 
the country, a notable example being 
Nelson. This speech was received with 
great applause. 

The Japanese minister, Mr. Katavo 
Takaaki, responded on behalf of *' the 
visitors." 

Canon Duckworth proposed Mr. Bay- 
ard's health, saying: " Bngland rejoices 
in America's prosperity, and wc wel- 
come Mr. P.ayard as the jiroxy of the 
great lu-ojile whose prospects are indis- 
solubly bound up with our own." This 
toast was honored standing and with 
three cheers, the band playing mean- 
while " "Yankee Doodle." 

Mr. Bayard in replying said that when 
he recognized the community of senti- 
ment of the two countries, he felt that 
"when he crossed the Atlantic it was 
merely a change of faces and not of 
hearts. Yet there were those who pre- 
tended that tf ere was something diiler- 
eiit between the aspirations of liuiu'st 
men here and in America. He refused to 
believe it. He had spent his life in 
America; he came from a people who 
had drawn nothing but American air 
and doctrine for two centuries and a 
half. He came hero and found and 
breathed tiie same air. If any difference 
exists it is an artilicial one. Just let 
the human heart speak, man to man, 
and you find all difierencea can be ar- 
ranged."

Vancoi vi;!: Feb. (!.— Mr. Pellew-l lar- 
vey's leuturctf on luotivUiirgy mulor tliu 
auspices of the iJoiuinion governinont 
commeneed last night. Daring tlie lec- 
ture a number of the simpler wet testa 
for minerals were shown. Mr. Harvey 
explained the essentials required in a 
prosiieetor lor test work. Ho referred to 
tlie fact of inexj)erienced miners send- 
ing otie extra ^ood s|ieeiiiien of a elaim 
to the assayer, and showed that an aver- 
age sample should be taken from the ore. 
He advised every miner to have hie ore 
thoroughly and seientilieally tested be- 
fore sending it to the smelter. The i)er- 
ceutage charged by the smelter varied 
according to the character and eomiwsi- 
tion of the ore. The treatment of ores 
lot the precious metals was briefly de- 
scribed and partially illustrated. Con- 
centrating, milling anil smelting of ores 
was described. The cyanide process was 
explained. At the conclusion of the 
lecture Mr. Harvey was warmly congra- 
tulated, on hia first public lecture in 
A'ancouver.

WrNNirico, ]''eb. (j. — The lirst session 
of the ninth parliament of Manitoba 
was inaugurated to-day, the opening be- 
ing- a moat brilliant one. There was a 
large attendance of members. After the 
re-election of Speaker Young, Lieut. - 
Governor Patterson delivered his lirst 
speech from the throne, as follows: 
Mr. Sprakri- and (Ifiillt'inenoftlie Li-ijif 
ralirc A.fKcnilib/ : 

1 have great pleasure in welcoming 
you to the discharge of your duties at 
the drat session of the ninth legislature 
of Manitoba. Tbe harvest of the past 
season has Ijeen the moat abundant in 
the history of the province since its set- 
tlement, and will no doubt go far to- 
wards lessening the financial stringency 
which has unfavorably allected our iifo- 
ple during the last two years. It if. 
greatly to be deplored that the abund- 
ance of the products of the soil has been 
to some extent ollset by the unusually 
low i>rices obtainable, therefore the value 
of such products at the point of produc- 
tion a.s compared with the cost of con- 
veying tliem to the markets of the world 
emiihasizes the well known fact that the 
freight rates upon outgoing grain are 
most exorbitant, and any relief which 
can be obtained from such rates will be 
eagerly welcomed. 

.\s you are aware, it was deemed wise 
to anticipate the time when tbe legis- 
lative assembly would have been dis- 
solved in the ordinary course, in order 
to allbrd the people of the province an 
opportiinily of expressing themselves 
upon the nttitudfi assumeil by my gov- 
ernment in relation to the privileges in 
regard to education. Tbe result of the 
elections leaves no room lor doubt that 
the attitude of my government is in ac- 
cord with the wishes of a very large 
majority of the jieople of the province. 
,\ coin' of the order-in-council, embody- 
ing the views and policy of my govern- 
ment nijon this iiuestion, will shortly be 
laid before you. 

The public accounts for the year 1895 
will shortly be laid before you, and the 
estiuifttes for the current year will be 
submitted for your consideration at an 
early date. It will he found that they 
have been prei)ared with due regard to 
economy and that, no expenditure will 
be suggested which is not necessary 
to tliO efficiency of the jniblic 
service. A consideration of the es- 
timates in the light of the 
knowledge which you possess of the re- 
quirements of the jirovince and the in- 
creasing responsibilities of government 
will show very clearly that the revenue 
of the province is entirely inadeq^uate' , to 
supply its wants. The impossibility of 
meeting the just demands upon my gov- 
ernment for needed public services with- 
(jtit largely exceeding tlie revenue is a 
subject which demands your most 
earnest consideration. 

You will be asked to consider, among 
others, an act resjjecting sales of goods, 
an act to amend the li(]Uor license act, 
an act respecting life insurance agents, 
and an act to amend the tiueen's Bench 
act of 1895. 

The foreign relations of the Mother- 
land have recently proved to be of an 
exciting and menacing character. The 
peonlo of this province join with the 
rest ot the Dominion in declaring their 
unswerving loyalty the Empire. 

It is with profound regret that 1 am 
called upon to notice thti bereavement 
which has been sustained by Iler (Ira- 
cions Majesty the (},ueen and members 
of the Royal Family in tbe recent death 
of Rrince Henry of Uatteiiberg. All 
loyal subjects of tlie Kmpirc will unite 
in expressing sympaihy with Her 
iMajesty and her Royal Higjiness Princess 
Beatrice in their aliliction. 

1 leave you to the discharge of your 
responsible duties in the fullest confi- 
dence that they will be discharged in 
such a ninnncr as will best advance the 
interest of the people of the province. 

After the speech a motion by I\Ir. 
Fisher, asking that the orders-in-council 
relating to the school question be bronfjht 
down before the discussion on the speech 
from the throne was adopted. 

i»Ir. Robert Ingals has given notice of 
a reduction of the indemnity allowance 
to .$400. 

Jlr. I'lsher will ask for a return of all 
correspondence not already published 
bearing on the school question.

A GOOD MOVE. 

In yesterday's Coi.ont.st it was noted 
that the Dominion Goveniinent, thiouKli 
the rei)rescntations of Col. the lion. E. 
G. I'rior, to wlioui tlie matter liad been 
suggested by Hon. J. II. Turner, had 
instructed its commercial agent in Aus- 
tralasia, Mr. Larke, to make a report 
upon the land systems of those colonies 
and their practical workinga. We have 
heard a great deal abdut these systeiiis 
in this country, much of it contradictory. 
On one side we hear tliem highly ex- 
tolled and on the other severely con- 
demned. At this distance it is difficult 
to come to any intelligent conclusion. 
In the Australias and New Zealand 
the land question has occupied 
a good deal of attention, and has 
been tlie subject of eon,';ideral)le 
experiment. In our own opinion sonic 
of the experiments have been of doubt- 
ful character, but nevertheless it is as 
well to know as much about the matter 
as can be ascertained through reliable 
sources. Already the land problem is 
pressing upon our attention, and tlic ac- 
tion of the Dominion (iovernmerit is 
timely and coiiiineiidal)U'. liy uuiny 
the importance uf tlie .subject was con- 
sidered sulliciently great to justify tlie 
sending of a special commissioner to en- 
quire fully into the land laws of Aus- 
tralasia, and there are many who would 
have supported such a proposition. Mr. 
Larke is already on tlie ground, is a 
jiaid ofTicial of the (ioveriinient, is an 
aide man, and by virtue of his position 
has almost uneciualled opportunities for 
.obtaining the required information. 



^HDLY FLAVORED NEWS. 

It is luiiortunalc tliat Canadians have 
not yet been alile to get their own 
Kurope:in news. The news by the 
Atlantic cables is iirimarily intended for 
American newspapers, and it is too often 
seasoned to suit the American palate. 
Much of il, like the ciniiinents of thc' 
corres|H)ndeiil of the New ^'ork Sun (in 
.Mr. Balfour's speech, is intensely— we 
had almost written '' insanely ."—anti- 
British. That speech was pacific in its 
tone, and il sbowcd t h a t t i reat Britain 
is nut at daggers' points with 
all the world — that she feels 
well towards llussia and desires 
to be at peace with the ff.iteil States. 
That Mr. Balfour, when be spok(> in this 
conciliatory way, was not actuated by 
fear or by motives unworthy the repre- 
sentiitive of a brave, a powerful and a 
self-respecting people, may he inferred 
from the attitude which the Govern- 
ment of which he is a prominent and an 
influential member assumed when the 
Emperor of Germany the other day used 
language which the (iovernnient of 
Great Britain regarded as ollenaive and 
even threatening. 'I'he response came 
immediately, clear, firm and deter- 
mined. .\etion was taken with the 
utmost promiitness. The Emperor 
of Germany was made to know 
in the most unmistakable man- 
ner that if he jiropoaed to 
encroach tipon what Groat Britain 
considered her rights, he must be pre- 
jiared to take the conseciuonce. No sign 
of alarm was visible, but, the Britiah, 
almost to a man, showed that they were 
determined to stand up for what they 
believed to be their rights, no matter by 
.whom they might be attacked. 

The speeches of both Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. F.alfour showed that Great 
liritaiii, thotigli prepared to resist any 
attack, no matter how powerful the as- 
sailant might be, does not desire to pick 
a quarrel with any nation, that she wants 
to live at peace with all the world, and 
cheerfully to accord to all nations, the 
weak as well as the powerful, what is 



and absurd; and, as there are bad ele- 
ments among the people, both in Eng- 
land and America, it waa well calcu- 
lated to lead to most jicrnieious resnlts. 

The Evening Boat has spoken, with 
lucid precision and authoritiitive force, 
tlie view of this subject that is held by 
educated ami thoughtful Americans, 
who do not like to see their country 
Iilaying the part ot a bully and a fool. I 
siip'[)0se that we all have the right to 
feel some\vliiit aolicitona as to this mat- 
ter. There are, J believe, many thouaaiids 
of AmericaiiH who would resent the ini- 
))utation that their minds are represent- 
ed by siieh persons aa Messrs. Olney, 
Lodge, Chandler and iMorgan. Ani- 
mosity toward England is chiefly visible 
among coarse and igiicrant people, who 
are troubled with an uneasy aemi-con- 
sciousness of inferiority. ICnglaiid was an 
Amerieau jjower before the American Be- 
public was established. She owns more 
territory in America than we do. Her 
standard, wherever it has advanced, 
has carried with it religion, virtue, 
justice, order and prosperity. She has 
been a peaceful neighbor. There is no 
authentic reason to suppose that her 
course with reference to -Venezuela has 
been otherwise than just and honor- 
able. Before indulging in threats of 
war, our Government might, at least, 
have ascertained whether we have 
ground for even a theoretical grievance. 
A. war between the United States and 
England wotild jirobably imjilicate all 
the nations of Europe; it certainly 
would be attended with unspeakable 
horror and misery, and it wouUl set 
back civilization "for a hundred years. 

The President assumed a terrible re- 
sponsibility when he wrote that mes- 
sage, and it is cliaritalile to believe that 
he did not know what he was doing. 
AsEdie Ochiltree wisely rcmarka, in the 
immortal novel, ' Wtu's sweet to tlieni 
that never tried it.' I shall preserve the 
Kvening Post iianijihlet as tlie record of 
an important episode, and as a memo- 
rial of public duty well and worthily 
l)effonncd. 

There are very many in all parts of 
the United States who regard Great 
Britain in the same light as Mr. Winter 
does, and who take the same view of the 
Venezuelan question, These men are not 
apt to rush into print whenever there 
is an}' talk of a disagreement between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Tlicy consider the matter in disinite 
carefully and dispasaionately, and when 
the proper time comes some of them 
make the conclusions to which they have 
arrived public, and their opinion gener- 
ally has great weight. It is the opinion 
of this class of the United States citizens 
that now prevails. The change that has 
conu^ over public sentiment in the 
Its strength is coniput- States with resjiect to the Venezuelan 
question and the attitude of the coitntry 
to the South and Central American re- 
publics is very remarkable.

The difl'erence between Russian rule 
and British rule is clearly seen witen 
the chief seaport of Russia on the west- 
ern side of the Pacific is compared with 
the chief seaport of Groat Britain on ita 
eastern side.

CHltlST BEFORE PILATE. 

Fine Picture Now on Exhibition at A. O. 
U. W. Hall. 

A most remarkable picture is that of 
" Christ Before Pilate," which is now- 
being exhibited in A.O.U.W. hall. The 
huge canvas, measuring 21 feet long by 
14 feet high, is the work of N. \V. 
Primus, a man who some years ago was 
a carriage painter in East Boston , lie 
had no training as an artist, but he had 
wonderful natural talent. When Min- 
kaczy's great painting of " Christ Be- 
fore Pilate" was exliihited in Dos- 
ton, Mr. Primus had an opjior- 
tunity of seeing it twice and 
conceived the idea of duiilicatiiig it. 
With the varnish shop of the Carriage 
works for a studio, and under almost 
overwhelming diliiculties, ho carrieil out 
his design, and has produced an extra- 
ordinary ]iicture with success that a 
highly skilled artist might well envy. 
U^)on the immense canvas are some- 
thing like forty life-size figures, each 
with an individuality of its own. The 
central figure is Christ himself. 
Glad in white, His hands bound 
Oefore Him, He stands before 
His accusers, calm and dignified. 
His exi)ressive face bearing traces of suf- 
fering and fatigue. The scene is that of 
the judgment hall. I'ilate ni)on his 
seat, his strong Koinan features knitted 
in a seeming jierjilexed state of doubt, is 
regarding .lesus uhilo the aged High 
Priest standing near pours out his im- 
passioned (leiuimaation of the accused. 
The High I'riest is a striking figure, his 
white beard one of the best details of the 
])icture. In strong contrast to Christ is 
the cruel face of a Pharisee sitting 
near the foot of Pilate's throne. 
There are several other fig- 
ures in the foreground, including 
a number of priests. Crowding their way 
into the hall and restrained only by the 
spear butt of tlie Roman soldier who 
guards the accused, is a rabble eager for 
Christ's blood, one ringleader with his 
hands in the air ap|)areiitiy demanding 
condemnation. ( Ine faci' of pity only is 
seen, that of a woman holding a little 
child i'l her arms. The details of the 
picture are very fine and it is well wor- 
thy a visit. The Lieut. -Governor, .\d- 
miral Stophensoii and a number of otlier 
prominent people were present yester- 
dav afternoon at the ball.

TAXATION" O.N SIOUICIAOKS. 

Mr. Mai riiicuso.v asked : la it the in- 
tention of the government during the 
present session to amend section 20 of 
the " Assessment act," as amended bv 
sectii/n 8-of the " Assessment act amend- 
ment act 1891," 80 that mortgagees will 
be relieved from taxation on mortgages? 

Thi: .<pi:akeii ruled that tlie question 
was out oi oriler, the words after 1891 in- 
volving a statement of opinion or of 
fact. 

Mil. Mai riiEKSoN, while witli otliers 
ilisputiii!,' that tliesc woi-ds involved a 
statement of fad, asked leave to strike 
them out. 

Hon. -Mk. Pimh.dv protested agaiiist 
the prat'tice i:roi)i)ing upo! putt ing ([ues- 
tions on the order paper in an iuijiroper 
form, and after they iiad gone to the 
country in th.it way, amending tlunu 
when the answer was called for. He 
did not think that the ministers should 
be expected to prepare answers to ques- 
tions not put upon the notice paper in 
proper form. 

Mr. Hunter argued against the rul- 
ing of the Chair that the question was 
out of order, holding that the words ob- 
jected to are neither a statement of fact 
nor of opinion. 

Hon. Mk. TriixKU agreed with the 
Speaker's ruling, and (|Uoted May to 
show that an inference also is j)rohibited 
in a question. 

Dii. Walkk.m showed that the words 
"so that mortgagees will be relieved 
from taxation on mortgages " clearly im- 
ply that they are now sul)ject to such 
taxation, which is a matter of contro- 
versy witii those who hold that the lax 
is on the mortgagor. 

The subject then dropped, Mr. Mac- 
pherson promising to put the question 
m another form.

KOTABIES BILl.. 

The intestate estates bill (Hon. Mr. 
Eberts) was read a thinl time and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Eherts moved the second 
reading of tiie notaries l>ill, which in- 
creases the fee for admission as a notary 
from iflO in towns and nothing in tlio 
country to s20 and .tlO respectively. The 
government, he said, is now Ijesieged 
with api)licat!ons lor appointment as no- 
taries, liefore the committee he would 
ask to have a section inserted directing 
the examination of applicants with re- 
spect to their knowledge of the law re- 
lating to bills of exchange and promis- 
sory notes. 

KXE.Ml'TION FIto.M CI AUNlSll K IC. 

Uit. \v'alki;.m moved the second read- 
ing of tlio bill to amend the county 
courts act. This amendment, he said, 
was oll'ered because of the abuse by 
practitioners in Naiiairao in the use 
they have matle of the clause inserted 
last year whereby a debtor was requii'ed 
to prove that the $40 conditionally ex- 
empted was necessary for the support of. 
his family. Many men, he said, had 
found their whole pav taken away from 
them when they had had a few weeks' 
work after several months' idleness, and 
rec'oived so short notice of the suit 
against theiii that they could not taki' 
advantage Ml the protection intemled to 
be given the poor man by the act. He 
therefore introduced this amendment 
absolutely exempting from garnislunent 
wages to the extent oi .$10. 

Hon. I\li:. Imuciii's said he wnul-l like 
to have reported to his ilepartnient in- 
stances of unfair practices on the i)art of 
ofKcers of tlie courts such as had just 
been mentioned. He did not 
think the amendment proposed 
was one which should be made 
applicable all over this province, 
as it would practically destroy the gar- 
nishee procedure: Init if theri^ is an ex- 
ceptional state 111 aliairs at .Xaiiaimo 
sonieS[)ecial ]irovision miglit be inserted. 

Mil. JiuvDKN s[)oke in favor of protec- 
tion ngaiuHl such hardships as to his 
knowledge had been iiillicted upon nuiny 
poor men at Nanaiiuo. 

Mr. Williams opposed the aineiul- 
nient, holding that the law as at present 
affonls amide j)rotcotion to the honest 
debtor. 

Hon. Mr. Poolky took the same 
vi^W, holding that if the proposed 
amendtderiifc were made law it would be 
practically impossible to collect a debt 
under $40. 

Mil. McGreoor heartily supported the 
hill, as since the legislation of last ses- 
sion he hud heard a great many protests 
against the hardsliiji inllictcd because of 
it. lie had known of many instances 
wiiere men had to leave the country 
because month after month their whole 
pay would be garnisheed, leaving them 
nothing for their Bujjiiort. Had they 
been permitted Uj retain $10 as before 
thev would have remained and gradual- 
Iv paid off their debts. 
' The house then divided as follows :

Tun Si'KAKER voted for the second 
reading and declared it carried. 

The house adjourned for fifteen min- 
utes to allow the private bills committee 
to consider a petition — this ;'being the 
last day for that purpose. 

BETtrasSyPRESENTED. 

Hon. Col. Baker, when the bouse 
mot again, presented the correspondence 
relative to the dismissal of the school 
teacher at Salmon Arm. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented the an- 
nual reports of the official administra- 
tors. 

AD-IOURNMBNT over FRIDAY. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved that the 
house adjourn until 2 o'clock on Mon- 
day next, and when iMr. Semlin objeet- 
ed to the delay ho pointed out that the 
business has been proceeded with much 
more steadily than usual this session, 
and the one day's holiday asked for will 
really expedite the business of the ses- 
sion by giving the ministers a better op- 
portunity to prepare it. He thought 
there would be no lack of business next 
week. 

Mk. Cotto.\ warmly protested against 
the delay of one day, and rallied tlie 
governtuent on having backed down on 
the greater ])art of the legislation pro- 
mised in the Lieutenant-Governor's 
speech. He likened the government to 
those whom he made to say in the Litany, 
" We are unprofitable servants, and 
have left undone that which we ought 
to have done," and since they did not 
seem prepared to transact any business 
he would move in amendment that the 
house adjourn until .Monday week. 

H'jN. Col. I'akicii in replying took oc- 
casion to deny a statement he had seen 
in the Xews-Advertiseriliiit he propxiseil 
to withdraw the school act, declaring 
that he had not gone on with it simply 
because Mr. Cotton lud asked him to 
delay the lull .until the Vancouver de- 
putation were heard from. 

.Mil. IvHi.i.iu said that although he had 
been in the house for six sessions he did 
not remember that Jlr. Cotton has ever 
brought in a single measure of public 
importance. He reminded that gentle- 
iiian that he had been elected as a friend 
oi the workingmeii and he asked him to 
disjilay his friendshij) now by bringing 
in some bill for their benetit. 

Mil. WiLLiA.Ms criticised the unreadi- 
ness of the government, but could not 
support his colleague Mr. Cotton's 
amendment. He dwelt at length upon 
the change of plan with reference to the 
revised statutes. 

Ho.N. Mil. MiiEin's had no doubt that 
Mr. Williams is a heaven-born lawyer 
who could in fifteen minutes lix uj) a 
bill to deal with the revision of the 
statutes which it bad taken the Chief 
Justice and a strong staff nearly a year 
to prepare, l>ut he confessed the inability 
of himself or any ordinary man to digest 
that work in the few weeks which have 
elapsed since the report was presented. 
The opposition will find before the ses- 
sion IS over that the government will 
fully carry out the programme laid down 
in the Lieutenant-Governor's speech. 

Mil. ICk.n'xkdv objected to adjourning 
until Monday because he couKl not go 
home for the holiday and be back again 
without violating his religious principles 
by travelling on Sunday. 

The anuuidiuent by .Mr. Cotton was 
lost, and Mr. Turner's motion (or ad- 
joiiriiment until .Monday carried. 

.A. long discussion took place respecting 
the advertising required by the rules of 
the house in the case of private bills. 

The house adjourned at 4 :50 p.m.

TKE U. S. BOND ISSUE. 

President Cleveland Believes a Considerable 
Amount of Money Will Come From 
I Sntal! Investors. 

Nkw Youk, Feb. 0. — The Evening 
Post publishes an interview with Presi- 
dent Cleveland regarding tlie bond issue, 
in which he says : " From such infor- 
uMttion ai comes to me from various jiri- 
«ite sources, I am convinced tb.it more 
snnill holdings of gold will be drawn into 
the treasury by the present arrange- 
m(!nt than apjiears on the surface. The 
suiiill country hanks, for instance, 
which are buying bonds for tliuir cus- 
tomers, have made their bids tlirough 
their New ^'ork and Boston correspond- 
ents, and this gives the loan the appear- 
ance of having l)een taken up by the big 
linancial institutions at the money cen- 
tres, althouu'li, as a matter of fact, not a 
little ut it will ultimately come from the 
small investors." 

The subject of the .syndicate contract 
of February, IKlifi, having been mention- 
ed, Mr. Cleveland remarked that he bad 
never had reason to question the wis- 
dom of that arrangement under the con- 
ditions then existing. " That contract, 
he added, "helped us out at a time when 
48 hours delay might Inive produced ser- 
ious results. I sympathize, neverthe- 
less, with some oojections to that 
form of placing a loan. The diirorencc 
between the price obtained from the 
syndicate and the price currently quoted 
can be twisted into an argument which 
will appeal to the people, who do not 
stop to calculate the actual cost to the 
syndicate of floating the loan at that 
time. 

" My iireference would have been to 
have bad the present loan more ])o])ular 
than it upnears on its face, but wo have 
done the best we could. The people 
who hoard small savings of gold or the 
equivalent in gold are unaccustomed to 
transactingbusinesson the basison which 
these bonds have to be issued; they 
are unused to premiums or to the 
formalities of maCing bids. If we could 
have Bold them 3 per cent, gold bonds at 
par, [ think it would havo brought out 
a good deal of this gold; but the oidy 
bonds tlie law allows us to issue have to 
be sold considerably above par in oi-der 
to kee]) the net rate of interest within 
reasonable limits." 



The investigation of the charges pre- 
ferred by Graham Campbell against 
Chief Deasy of the (in; department 
opened last evening and promises to 
drag through a week at least. Assistant 
Chief Coulin, the iirst witness held, the 
stand for two hours and a lialf, and was 
followed bv iMigineer Charles Bush, 
whose evidence also was completed.

Chief Deasy 's friends are con- 
fident of Ills triumphant vindication 
and ex[)lain tlie entire proceedings as an 
attempt to divert the Chief from his 
project to change the department from 
a part-call one to a permanent brigade.

ARMENIAN MARTYRDOMS. 

Bishop Cridge Preaches a Powerful Sermon 
on the Terrible Trials of 
Christians. 

The Armenian Martyrdoms was the 
subject which Bishop Cridge took for his 
sermon at the Reformed Episcopal 
church on .Sunday. 

It would seem, he said, as if in these 
latter days God was drawing special at- 
tention to the horrors attendant upon 
false religions; to the cruelties jterpo- 
trated in regions where the liglit of 
truth does not shine. They are forced 
ui)on our notice uith distressing fre- 
Huencv. The atrocities perpetrated on tlu^ 
.Vruienian Christians may well draw tlie 
atteution of mankind to tim iniciuity ot 
the ell'orts made to disparage the religion 
of Jesus and exalt the religions of men 
by maintaining that missions to the 
Mohammedan countries are needless ; 
their own religion being good enough 
and that there is no need of Christ where 
Mohammed rules. Their eflbrts bad 
euuninated in the Parliament of Re- 
ligions, the ne plus tiltra of antagonism 
to Christianity, .i tower to reach to 
iieaven and to jdiick tlieCrown from the 
brow of ttii' King of Jvin^.a. 

Out of a big mountain ha<l proceeded a 
little mouse in tlie form of Mohammedan 
missions to Christian lands. Think of 
it, while the sword of the false proiJiet is 
drinking Christian blood in their own 
land. God was rebuking this folly and 
confounding this blindness by showing 
to mankind what those religions are and 
what are their fruits. The blood of the 
poor innocents is shed like water an<l to 
use tiie expressive language of scripture, 
was set upon the top of a rock and can- 
not be covered. AVho will come to the 
held of tlie Lord against the mighty , is 
the fpu'Htioji airitating Christian minds 
all over the world, and to which as yet 
no answer is found. As when cries 
for Iielp proceed from a dwel- 
ling where some brute in human 
form is murdering wife and children, tlie 
crowds gather horrilied but jiowerless to 
help, for the door is barred, and when 
they enter there is the silence of death. 
So all the world, horrified at the Bcenes 
enacted in Armenia, gather around its 
fast-barred, gates with lamentations 
and entreaties to those who have 
the power to hasten the res- 
cue. So far this has been in vain, 
for the powers liave their own disputes 
to settle, their own jealousies to appease, 
their own ambitions to gratify, and the 
work of (■.\t(;rmiiiation goes on. It was 
easy to ])iit oil pa])er but not so easy to 
carry into effect a scheme of inter- 
nali(jual jiolice whereby such flagrant 
wrongs might be abated. Nor can such 
a scheme be pronounced visionary, for 
the principle has been iidniitted. The 
great iiowers had interfered not with- 
out arms in the internal affairs of that 
misgoverned country. The voice of 
humanity and dictates of religion are 
too powerful to admit the eontdusion 
that such atrocities must exist. Only 
one thing is wanted — harmony among 
the nations concerned. 

" .\nd here," said the preacher, '' we 
must leave this fpieBtion so far as iiope 
of relief from earthly powers is con- 
cerned." God has placed in the hands 
of ChristiauH the power of prayer, and 
while calling upon earthly powers 
to do their duty in this 
terrible crisis," much more should 
we call upon God ; to have resjiect to 
the covenant God orders the affairs of 
this world in the interest of His redeem- 
ed. The Armenians wore suffering for 
their faith. Christians shouUl identify 
themselves in spirit with their suflcring 
brethren when they cry, "How long, o 
Lord, how long," not accusing God be- 
cause lie delays his vengeance, for 
"Shall not God'avengo His own elect? 
Though Hebearlong Ho willavenge them 
speedily." . , .

The Council Adopt Report Asklncr 
Government Assistauce to Secure 
yakon Trade. 



lufoimatiou Fought Fi'om ULicaffo as 
to Provincial Miueral Kesources 
— Interuatioual Arbitration. 



The ])rinei])al reason oiiaccoiuU of which 
the Council of the Board of Trade met yes- 
terdayvaftemoou was to hear the report of 
the committee on the rosources of the Yu- 
kon <listrict, tlie facilities for transportation 
of ; jia.'isengers and freight to that region, 
and steps considered advisable to open 
up this important section, so as to secure 
for the provhice as much of the trade as 
possible. There were present Mr. D. K 
Ker, jiresident; Mr. (i. Leiser, vice-presi- 
dent; .Messrs. IVar.son, W. H. IClli.s, li. \V. 
Poarse, T. S. Kutcber, and Dr. (i, L. .Milne. 

'the report stated that : 

" The greater part ol' t lie siipplie.'j ^roiiiK 
into the Yukon district is lakiii via ."-^t. 
Jliclu'.el ami the lower Yukon river, whieli 
is a long route and is onl^' open for a short 
time each year. We believe that it would 
be in the interest of the miners and British 
Columbia merelniuts to have a more direct 
am! (|nicker route of travel to this northern 
part (it liritish Columbia ami the Northwest 
Territories. Itajniears to us that a short 
route liegLiming at the head of bymi canal 
at Skagnawa Bay, which is accessible' by 
sea gohig vessels, then following (he White 
Pass to the luivigablo waters of the Yukon 
is a feasible one. The distance over t his 
route is said to be about thirty nnles. 
White Pass is the much shorter route and 
although there nuiv be some differences ol 
opinion as to the altitude of the pass, it is 
not, we believe more than 2,600 feet above 
1 he level of the sea. After im.ssing over t he 
range of nionntains the route is com])arat- 
ively easy. Dr. IJawson says of it 
' Tlie White Pass ajipears to offer 
better opportunity for makihg a trail 
or road which if constrncted would render 
the entire region much more easy of ac- 
cess.' 

" In order to make this route of service 
we believe boita could be utilized on the 
lakes and upper waters of the Yukon for 
carrying passengers and supplies to the 
miners and traders ol this region. We 
therefore suggest tliiU this boaril urg(! upon 
tlie Doininion ami LoeaL government the 
necessity of assisting in having a road 
made through this nutte by lionnsinfj; <ir 
otherwise jiroviding for an expenditure of 
money ill nia.kiiig such a road, or aiding 
the building of boats necessary for opening 
up the route." 

The report then proceeded to quote at 
length from Dr. Dawson's reports, which 
stated that such hardy crops as barley, rye, 
turnips and lla.xconUl be cultivated in the 
Yukon district as far north as old Kort Sel- 
kirk, near the (kird iiarallel, or 1,000 miles 
iiortli of Vieliiria. The importance of the 
fur trade was touched upon, and Dr. Daw- 
son's and Mr. McConncU's reports were 
cpnjted at considerable length on the value 
of the mineral re.sourccs, especially of gold. 
The report proceeds: 

" We have every reason to believe that 
when the boundary award is given it will 
be found that the head of Lynn canal is in 
British Columbia, and when such is deter- 
mined it will faeilitata shipping 
greatly. In the meantime^ we would 
urge tii)Oii the Dominion govern- 
ment the necessity of making cus- 
toms b(niding arrangements with the I'ni- 
ted States for the passing of goods in bond 
through the territory lying lietweeii Lynn 
canal and British Ciilumbia and the North' 
west territories. It is also necessary that 
the I lominion government sliould have cus- 
toms ofllcera along the coast of this district. 
At present the trade of the Yukon country 
is largely in the hands of the Americans, 
and wo believe the time has coiner when 
steps shoulil be tikeii to secure for the 
inerchantH and traders of this province a 
portion of this iiii]iortaiit trade. The gri'at 
distance and dillleulty of get ting provisions 
into the mining regions necessarily makes 
tliein expensive. 

" We believe in establisliing a route from 
the bead of byuii canal ; the time taken in 
the transportation of ^ooda and the allow- 
ing miners to remain \a the country later 
in the year would be a decided advantage 
to them. We are also of ojiinioii that the 
Local and Dominion governments should 
assist by some .sclieiiie such as we have re- 
ferred to, namely, assisting liuancially in 
t he bnililin^' of a road or bv boimsing some 
per,-on or company to ' build sueli a roail 
and by jilaeiiig boats on the ujiper waters 
of the \ ukon, and undertake to establish 
direct communication with the mining re- 
gions. We further urge that the Doininion 
government be asked to procure at once a

mail service turougti tlie route we nave re- 
ferred to, so as to give the miners and trad- 
ers better mail conunimication. We con- 
sider it advisable to have a map prepared 
of this portion of the Yukon and northern 
part of Bi'itish Columbia, so that the ineiu- 
bers of the Dominion house and Local 
legislature would at a glance seethe im- 
jiortance of this district and at the same 
time be of service to those, who contem- 
plate settling or travelling in' the ndrtheru 
regions."- 

By request, Jlr. .Tames Mucaulay, who is 
well acipiainted with the Yukon country 
was jireseiii, and gave as bis opinion that 
the route by Way of the W'hite I'ass is the 
best. The shortest routes were by cither 
the C'hilcont or White I'ass from the head 
of Lynn Canal. On the latter from the 
head of uaviguti(ui on salt Water to navig- 
idilo water on the other side of the portage 
is only some twenty-tive miles. The Chil- 
coot Pass is very steopi in some nhices. 
Th«nat'White Pass there is a good harbor 
on salt water. Some 1,l'00 or 1,400 men are 
wintering in the Yukon this vear. The 
route by the Taku is about 150 "miles, and 
th' Mrh the easiest, is too long. For a r.iil- 
"■,a; , .lowi^ver. It is the only feasible route. 

J' r. Leiser spoke in favor of the \Vliite 
I'nss, wliich is the most available for get- 
ting goods into the Yukon, lie believed 
most of the miners used that pass last y(^ar, 
and thought that the Dominion should 
have a customs oUicer at the head of White 
Pass and that bonding pririleges with the 
1 ■ nited States might be arranged. 

1 1 was pointed out in the discussion that 
ensued that tlie boundary line as laid down 
by Mr. Ogilvie last year showed the head of 
Lynn canal to be in British territory, and 
the hope was expressed that the result of 
the boundary commission would bear out 
the contention of Canadians and that Brit- 
ish (.'olumbians would then have a com- 
plete route through Canadian territory. 

Mr, Pearse and Mr, lOUis believed that 
the White Pass is the best route for a short 
road into the Yukon, and the report was 
unanimously adopted. 

From the Chamber of Commerce, Roch- 
ester, New York, was received a cominuni- 
eation asking that the bo:ird of trade en- 
dorse the resolution of Hon. Chas. A. 
Tonne, of the r, S, house of representa- 
tives, directing' the comiHittee on foreign 
allairs to report on the practicability of the 
establishment of a permanent court of in- 
ternational arbitration constituted for the 
decision by rules of law of all controversies 
between the peoples and governments of 
the I', S. and the British ICmpire excejit 
those involving the honor or autonomy of 
either. And also for tlie speedy and amic- 
able adjustment of the boundary line be- 
tween the I'uited States antl the posses- 
sions of (ireat nritaiii. Messrs. B. W. 
Pearse, fiUis and the President were ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the coin- 
iniiiiicatioii ami ri'port, 

A coininunicatiou was read from the Lon- 
don Chamber of Coinmeree in regard to 
Hon. .loseph Chamberlain's dis)iatch to the 
liritish Colonies in November last making 
iiKpiiries as to the trade of the colonies 
with the idea of securing as larpe a share 
as possible of the mutual trade of the 
Cnited Kingdom and the Colonies for 
liritish producers and manufacturers, 
whetlier located in the colonies or the 
Cnited Kingdom. The London Chamber 
of Cummerce hoped that the Board of 
Trade would render sueb help as it conhl 
in supplying information and collecting 
samples or patterns .so as to help in jjro- 
inoting relations, both iini)ort and export, 
between Canada and the mother country. 
This was referred to the committee on 
manufactures. 

.■Vno\;lier important letter was received 
from Mr. Peter F. Duly, manager of the 
Canadian Bureau of Information and Im- 
migration at Chicago. Mr. Daly stated 
that there was a constant increase in the 
number of callers at his office asking for 
information regarding liritish (Ailumbia. 
He had luid a few of the last annual reports 
of the B. C. Board of Trade, but thej' were 
all gone an hour after he received them, 
" It is astonishing," he said "the ainoiiul 
of interest that is taken in the Ivooteiiay 
and Slocan countries. I keep the Exchange 
supplied with all the literature pertaining 
to British Columljia that I have at my dis- 
posal and am constantly itMpiestcd to give 
information in regard to the miniiif; and 
mineral interest of liritish Colnmbia," He 
w ould, he said, be <uily too pleased to do all 
tbatbecowUl to advance tin- interests of 
liritisfi Columbia in this respect. 

Mr, Leiser expressed iniu-li gratilication 
at this letter and upon his motion it was 
decided to conimiinicate with other boards 
of trade so that they could co-operate in 
sending Mr. Daly information. The board 
then adjourned.

Insnrgents Fire Upon a Passenger Train- 
More Skirmishes.

leaving four killed and carrying away 
many wounded. It is reported that 
among the latter is the leader ^Malagas 
witl'i two bullets in his breast.

She 
will sail again this evening, and expects 
to secure Indians at Clayocpiot. Cap- 
tain Haan says he endeavored to get his 
Indians at Port .San Juan, as the vessel 
was known there, but the natives were 
too crafty for him to deal with. Ife 
offered them the standard w.ages, but 
they declined them, unless upon the con- 
dition that they receive two out of every 
three skins obtained on the cruise. 
Captain Haan only experienced two fine 
days during last month. 

LAST SEALERS AWAY. 

The sealer Favorite did not get away 
from port yesterday, and it is probable 
will not sail before Saturd.ay. She is 
tbe only scaler, except the Labrador, 
which will sail this week, but accord- 
ing to present arrangements the Annie 
O. Moore, Ainoka, Walter L. Rich and 
Libbie will leave during the coining 
week. The week after next the Louis 
Olson will sail and will, it is thought, be 
the last away of the fleet which will 
cruise along the Coast. The Maud S., 
now in port, will only be in Behring sea 
this year. Captain Balconi, her skip- 
p(u- last year, is building a 
new craft for himself on the 
Sound and it is understood proposes 
having her ready for the Behring sea 
season.
